Obituary A George Mallis (1915-1999) 


A George Mallis, a founding member of ISASC, derived great satisfaction from his 
enthusiastic devotion to the disciplines of both metrology and numismatics. He died of 
heart-failure, aged 84, in Springfield, Massachusetts, on December 30, 1999, surviving 
by five days Dorothy (Wruck) his wife of 59 years. 


Mallis was an enthusiastic numismatist as a child and became intrigued with U.S. silver 
dollars coined in 1878 and thereafter. His first publication in that field was in 1964. He 
was joined by Larry Van Allen in 1971, when they wrote Guide to Morgan and Peace 
Dollars, which has been revised and republished extensively. The popularity of this book 
caused the technical varieties to be referred to as VAM varieties from the initials of the 
authors. He belonged to the American Numismatic Society, American Numismatic 
Association, Numismatic Literary Guild, British Numismatic Society and many other 
organizations. He was appointed by the President of the United States to the Assay 
Commission in 1962 


He worked as a civil engineer on many New England buildings, then joined the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers and served as an officer in both the Asia-Pacific and Europe- 
Middle East-Africa theatres, retiring in 1971 as a Lieutenant Colonel. 


Mallis wrote an article on American counterfeit coin detectors (CCDs) for the first issue 
of EQM in 1978 and contributed a steady stream of articles for many years. He 
broadened out to include coin scales and coin weights.. He was fascinated to locate and 
study patents for American CCDs because so many were adapted from British and other 
foreign instruments. In 1990 he published Proposed Standard Designations for Coin 
Weights for European Gold Coins to which was added in 1991 a volume on weights for 
silver coinage of Great Britain and in 1992 a volume on German gold coin weights. He 
and Eric P Newman jointly wrote a 400 page book entitled U.S. Coin Scales and 
Mechanical Counterfeit Coin Detectors which was published in 1999. This work includes 
many engineering drawings prepared by Mallis. 


He lectured and wrote articles for public benefit. His emphasis was on education and 
enrichment of enjoyment in the areas in which he was an expert. He collected a host of 
friends whose lives he enlightened by his helpfulness and by his desire to represent 
accuracy and co-operation.

Although your interest in scales is nearly all numismatic, | am hoping that your familiarity with early Boston 
may enable you to solve a little conundrum | am facing. 


I'm now completing an EQM article on the X-patents (those issued between 1790 and Dec. 1836, when the 
patent office burned). A Dearborn steelyard scale first patented on Feb. 14, 1799 as #234 and later reissued 
on Mar, 24,1819 as #3089 appears to be the first scale-related patent issued by the US government. 


When | first assumed the responsibility for getting American-written articles in EQM, | asked various members 
to share their research with me. George Mallis generously sent me copies of all his CCD patents plus some 
broadsides about that patent, one of two patents issued to Dearborn on March 24, 1819. Unfortunately, 
in photocopying the broadsides, George cut off the right edge of the page on which Dearborn's address is 
listed. All| have is B. Dearborn near the West xxx 

the Theatre, Boston. 


| cannot tell from that page whether it was distributed in 1803, 1817, or 1819. | was hoping that your intimate 
acquaintance with Boston might enable you to tell me what words are missing. It seems to suggest 
something like "near the West entrance of the Theatre." Was there one Boston theatre so prominent that it 
was known simply as "the Theatre?" From this meager clue, or your other knowledge, can you tell me the 
address or location of Benjamin Dearborns's Balance Factory? 


Incidentally, the other Dearborn patent issued on March 24, 1819 is almost certainly his Gold Standard 
Balance, for which George sent me a Nov. 1817 broadside giving directions for its use and stating that it 
was invented in 1802. Diana published an article about the one at Harvard.

Ruth - What I hold is an original broadside announcing the sale of the scale business 
from Benj Dearborn to Alvan Babcock & Co, dated Jan 1, 1828. Henry Plympton was a 
surviving partner. The broadside provides the usual business lingo about how the public 
should patronize the new establishment, etc. On the reverse, penned in ink, is a note 
signed by Plympton which states that he is forwarding that document to someone (no 
name mentioned) and requests it be returned without delay. That is dated in ink, March 
22, 1831.

George Mallis did find the patent drawing for Dearborn's Steelyard (the patent office had neglected to number 
the drawing, but it fits the specifications perfectly.). The sale was patented first in 1799 as 234x and later, in 
1819, as 3089x. My forthcoming article lists all the known scale-related x-patents, and at my request Diana 
is doing an article on 3089x.
